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BOT to vote on three new student fees 


The fees are expected to generate $35 million 
for the Cal State University in 2013-14.

The Cal State University Board of 
Trustees is expected to vote next week 
on new fees that would charge students 
for taking heavy loads of units, delay- 
ing graduation and repeating classes, 


regardless of the passage of Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s tax initiative. 

The Board also plans to discuss 
potential budget strategies that ride 
entirely upon the outcome of the No- 
vember election, which includes Prop- 
osition 30. 

Prop. 30 proposes temporary in- 
creases on both California sales tax 
and income taxes for individuals earn- 
ing more than $250,000 per year. If

passed, the tax measure would help 
maintain state funding for the CSU 
system. 

However, despite whether Prop. 
30 passes this November, the Board 
expects to vote on three new under- 
graduate resident fees recommended 
by the finance committee that would 
commence in fall 2013: the graduation 
incentive fee, course repeat fee and 


third-tier tuition fee. 


Altogether, the fees would generate

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New CLA dean takes on daunting tasks with confidence 


Dean David Wallace 
said budget crises 
are not new to him.

In midst of budget concerns and 
a possible trigger cut, the new dean 
of the College of Liberal Arts at Cal 
State Long Beach, David Wallace, 
has stepped into a tough position. 

“The job requires big shoes,’ CLA 
Associate Dean Mike Wiley said. 
“It’s a steep learning curve.” 

Wallace, who started the job on 


July 1, now holds the responsibil- 
ity of managing the budget for each 
department of the CLA. He said he 
faced similar budgetary problems 
while working as chair of the English 
department at the University of Cen- 
tral Florida (UCF) but on a smaller 
scale. 
_ “Ym up for the challenge of the 
bigger job, but I’m also not naive 
about challenges that it entails,” he 
said. “There could be some hard de- 
cisions that have got to be made. Pro- 
vost [Donald] Para made sure I un- 
derstood the challenges of this job.” 
The CLA consists of 23 depart- 
ments and eight programs, with 
about 40 percent of the CSULB stu- 


_ dent body taking classes in the col- 


lege, according to Wallace. 


Wallace has entered his new po- 
sition while facing the possibility 
of a $250 million trigger cut to the 
Cal State University system, should 
Gov. Jerry Brown’s tax initiative not 
pass in November. In its share of the 
cut, CSULB would lose approximate- 
ly $13 million from its budget. 

“We operated on a small budget 
before the reductions,” Donald Para, 
provost and senior vice president of 
academic affairs at CSULB, said. 
“We are planning for the worst case 
scenario. [There are] concerns when 
you have a job that big. It’s a daunting 
task for any dean. I’m concerned for 
all our deans.” 

Budget concerns, however, are 
nothing new to Wallace. He served 
as chair of the English department 


as well as the writing and rhetoric 
department at UCF, which has also 
undergone budget crises. 

UCF, which had an admissions rate 
of approximately 58,000 students 
for fall 2012, has seen $77.2 million 
in budget cuts since 2007-08 due to 
lack of state funding, according to 
the university’s website. CSULB has 
seen about $105 million in cuts, ac- 
cording to CSULB Associate Vice 
President of Budget and University 
Services Ted’ Kadowaki. 

“Florida is a closer environment 
to California,’ Para said. “Both 
states have drastically been reducing 
funds.”

Most people wouldn’t think of 
watching Nickelodeon as volunteer 
work, but that’s what Ashley Riley 
did one day at Miller Children’s Hos- 
pital.

Riley said that one of her major 
accomplishments was creating a re- 
lationship with Miller Children’s Hos- 
pital. She originally attended CSULB 
with an interest in nursing. 

Through the connections she made 
in the organization, the Rotaract 
Club was able to provide some much 
needed recreation time for young 


patients. Every first Saturday of the 
month, club members help kids create 
art projects, play board games or just 
watch TV. 

The current president of the Rota- 
ract Club of Long Beach, Katie Gas- 
ton, said she had nothing but high 
praises for Riley’s efforts. 

“I’ve known her for two years 
now ... and I think that she’s prob- 
ably one of the most reliable mem- 
bers I’ve worked with,” Gaston said. 


“She has an extremely big heart for 
service.” 

With her degree in health educa- 
tion almost completed, Riley said 
she hopes to inspire healthy habits in 
schoolchildren after graduation. 

“Tt was able to experience a year- 
and-a-half internship at Saint Mary’s

adventures added to the program’s 
roster for this semester, bringing the 
total adventures offered to six. 

“We look at these activities as an 
introduction to a new skill in a very 
unintimidating atmosphere,” Sean Del 
Rossi, associate director for the SRWC, 
said. 

The bike ride will begin at Cal State 
Long Beach, continue to the Hunting- 
ton Beach pier and return to campus, 
totaling 25 miles. Other adventures 
include hiking to Cucamonga Peak in 
the Los Angeles San Gabriel Valley and 
rock climbing in Moreno Valley. 

All adventures are on Saturdays and 
open to students and non-students. 

Each adventure has a fee ranging 
from $10 to $30. The fees cover only 
a portion of the cost while the opera- 
tional budget of the SRWC subsidizes 
the rest. 

“The purpose of the program is to in- 
troduce new activities to students with 
a cost that is palatable to their budget,” 
Del Rossi said. 

Ryan Yamauchi, a junior politi- 
cal science major, said the adventures 
sound like a good chance for students 
to develop a new interest. 

“It could be a convenient date idea 
too,” Yamauchi said. “Easy and cheap.” 

The Outdoor Adventures program 
originally started in spring 2011 and 
consisted of only two trips. The goal of 
the program is to expand, according to 
Del Rossi. 

Del Rossi said the SRWC is inter- 
ested in offering more adventures like 
sailing, white-water rafting and whale 
watching. 

“A surfing trip would be fun to do for 
beginners,” Christine Oiwake, a junior 
interior design major, said. “Actually, 
anything with water would be fun, and 
we’re so close to the beach.” 

Sign-ups started Aug. 27, and two of 
the classes are already full.

while on campus is to have students 
get all of their classes and require- 
ments they need to fulfill their de- 
grees, even with the cuts in the CLA. 

“My first goal is survival; there is 
so much to learn and learn quickly,” 
he said. “The priority is to make sure 
we can manage curriculum in college. 
That’s job one; there may not be a job 
two.” 

Other than keeping the budget un- 
der control, Wallace said he looks 
forward to mentoring the faculty on a 
larger scale. 

“We want to make sure we invest 


[in faculty] properly,” he said. “As de- 
partment chair it was easier; as dean, 
it is much more different if you are 
mentoring faculty.” 

During his first three weeks on 
the job, Wallace made sure to make 
himself familiar with faculty and the 
different departments CSULB has to 
offer. He also made visits to the cam- 
pus in March and April before he was 
hired, according to Para. 

“I’m very comfortable working 
with him,” Wiley said. “He consults 
regularly.” 

Wallace was born and raised in 
North Dakota. He later received his 
master’s degree in rhetoric and lin- 
guistics from Indiana University of

Pennsylvania and then his doctorate’s 
degree from Carnegie Mellon Univer- 
sity. 

His first academic job was teaching 
rhetoric and composition at lowa State 
University before moving to Florida 
to work at UCF. 

“I[CSULB] seemed like the next 


_ step in my career,” Wallace said. 


The previous dean of the CLA, 
Gerry Riposa, announced his retire- 
ment in June 2012. 
Para, Riposa retired after serving 
eight years as dean of the CLA and 
is now on the faculty early retirement 
program. The program allows faculty 
who choose to retire to work half time 
for five years before they retire. 


According to 
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approximately $35 million for the CSU 
in 2013-14, according to the commit- 
tee’s agenda. 

CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said the 
recommended fees are based on provid- 
ing students as much access as possible 
to their required classes. 

“We are concerned about students 
who are still working on their 120 ini- 
tial units but are unable to get the class- 
es they need to graduate or unable to get 
a full load,” Fallis said. 

The graduation incentive fee would 
require seniors with 150 units or more 
to pay an additional fee per unit. The 
increase would equal the current fee 
non-residents pay, which stands at $372 
per unit. 

Under the course repeat fee, students 
retaking a course would pay $100 per 
semester unit. Those students would 
also not be allowed to register for more 
than 15 units that semester. 

The third-tier fee would charge stu- 
dents extra for taking more then 16 
units in a semester. For each additional 
unit, students would pay $200 per se- 
mester unit. 

The California State Student As- 
sociation has not taken a stance on the 
recommended fees, but: Vice President 
of Legislative Affairs Pedro Ramirez 
said the fees address the realities that 
the CSU system is facing and encour- 
ages students to graduate. 

“If you are staying here longer [or] 
taking on another major, it kind of does 
penalize students, but it makes it more 
fair for all students,” Ramirez said. 

Associated Students, Inc. President 
John Haberstroh said that though he un- 
derstands the intent of the fees, which is 
to encourage students to complete their 
degrees, he does not think the proposed 
fees are “viable solutions to the current 
budgetary problems in the CSU.” 

“T propose, unofficially, that the rev- 
enue generated by these proposed fees 
be used to help fund academic advis- 
ing programs to help keep students ona 
path to a timely graduation rather than 
shuffling them out in a hurry by plac- 
ing a financial burden on them,” Haber- 
stroh said via email. “ASI has not taken 
an official stance yet, but I’m sure that 
a resolution will come up through the 
pipeline soon.” 


The rest of the budget proposal by the 
committee, which the Board will discuss 
at its next meeting, depends upon the 
passage or the failure of Prop. 30. 

Should Brown’s. tax measure fail, 
the system would face a $250 million 
trigger cut, for which the committee 
recommends increasing tuition by ap- 
proximately 5 percent, starting in the 
spring semester and continuing into the 
next academic year. 

The CSU would generate $58 million 
in 2012-13 and $116 million the follow- 
ing year from the tuition increase. 

The committee also recommends 
raising tuition supplement fees for 
non-resident students, who compose 
about 4 percent of the student body, by 
7 percent. Non-residents currently pay 
$11,160 per year in tuition supplement, 
in addition to the standard tuition fee. 

Whatever the outcome in November, 
Fallis said that campus .and system- 
wide adjustments will need to be made 
in order to accommodate budget defi- 
cits. ; 

“This is going to happen one way or 
another,” Fallis said. 

The CSU Board of Trustees will hold 
its meeting at Chancellors Office in 
Long Beach on Sept. 18 and 19.

Got parking problems? 

So does everyone else. 

In case you have not noticed, the 
parking lots seem extra crowded 
this semester. This is not just 
because we have an extra 1,500 stu- 
dents 
on 
campus 
but 
because 
there is no cap on how many park- 
ing passes can be sold. 

According to the Parking and 
Transportation Services at Cal 
State Long Beach, there are 14,020 
available spaces across campus. 
This year alone, about 21,000 park- 
ing passes have been sold, 4,000 
of them being annual passes. That 
number might still be growing. 

At $123 for each semester pass, 
it is no wonder why our school 
would want to sell as many of these 
parking permits as possible. It is a 
great source of revenue. 

Yet, knowing there are not 
enough spaces for the amount of 
permits sold is concerning. We pay 
a lot for these permits and even 
spend extra on gas after circling the 
lots until spots open up. 

So, should there be a cap on how 
many permits could be sold? 

A cap would 
change the system to be on a first 
come, first serve basis. 

Because we are mainly a com- 
muter school, the demand to have a 
parking pass is much higher. How 
could this be fair? We all need 
parking passes, and there just is not 
enough space. 

However, the cap may be the 
only suitable option, besides build- 
ing more parking spots.

The NCAA profits from college athletes, they should pay them too 


I think it’s about time to pay NCAA athletes. 

The often-recited counterpoint says that most 
colleges, nearly all, don’t make money off their 
athletic programs. In 2010, only 12 Division I 
Football Bowl Subdivision schools broke even or 
made a profit. 

Revenue from high earning sports — like 
men’s basketball and football — is used to fund 
other unprofitable sports. Therefore, paying 
athletes would require the school to dip into its 
funds. 

The question then becomes, who gets paid and 
how much? 

Is it fair to pay players of popular sports the 
same as those in programs that couldn’t even 
survive on their own? Its gets murky. 

Colleges shouldn’t pay their players, because 
it’s very rare that the school will make money off 
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its athletes. The NCAA, which profits from tele- 
vision contracts and jersey sales, is another story. 

NCAA President Mark Emmert made $1.6 
million last year. The NCAA in total made nearly 
$800 million. Reading through the NCAA’s 
website, it sounds very philanthropic. It boasts 
about large sums of money given back to students 
in scholarships and funding 
put towards bowl games and 
March Madness. 

The NCAA’s charitable 
claims are nothing more 
than business investments in disguise. If money 
wasn’t put into bowl games, there would be no 
nationally televised events drawing millions of 
viewers and hence no airtime to sell to advertis- 
ers. If scholarships weren’t given, many athletes 
that the NCAA profits from couldn’t even play. 
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The NCAA profits because of the money it puts 
into the system. 

It is true that not all athletes receiving schol- 
arships will earn money back for the NCAA. 
Though it is odd that Division III schools in any 
sport are not allowed to give scholarships to stu- 
dents. This leads most athletic talent to Division I 
and II, where games are then 
televised and become a major 
revenue source. 

So, I don’t believe the 
scholarships are enough. 

I don’t think because the NCAA funds college 
events — events that it profits from — that it 
should be exempt from paying athletes. That is, 
the NCAA’s business and college athletes should 
be its employees. 

There shouldn’t be a flat rate. Players shouldn’t

Long Beach State cross-country hits the ground running 


Both the men’s and 
women’s teams earn 
runner-up finishes in 
the first tournaments.

The start of Long: Beach State’s 
cross-country season has been success- 
ful and eventful, as top-ten finishes in 
both the Mark Covert Classic and the 
adidas/UCI Invitational plus the hiring 
of a new coach have made for a busy 
two weeks. : 

The action began on Sept. 1, when 
the 49ers traveled to Brea, Calif. to 
participate in the inaugural Mark Co- 
vert Classic. Both the women and men 
started their seasons with success, as 
each team earned runner-up finishes. 

The women tallied 48 points and 
were led by Alisia Barajas, who placed 
second with a time of 17:56:1. Nina 
Moore’s time of 18:17.4 placed her third 
among collegiate athletes and fourth 
overall, while 2011 All-Big West per- 
former Michelle Thompson finished 
12th and Jessica Barnard and Taylor 
Goto placed 15th and 20th, respectively. 

In the men’s 8k, the 49ers tallied 66 
points and finished 42 points behind 
first-place Loyola Marymount. Andrew 
Garcia led the charge with a sixth-place 
time of 25:39.8 and was followed by 
Nick Kelley, who finished in 12th with

“The meet for us was a chance to feel 
out where we’re at,” track and field head 
coach Andy Sythe said. “It’s a chance 
to evaluate and move forward, regard- 
less of what the results are that day.
